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OoR last number promised some tribute to the 
memory of our beloved and lamented friend, the 
late Rev. Edward Bickersteth. We do not pro- 
fess to give anything which deserves the name 
of a biography. Our connexion with him was 
only of later years, and we wisli to speak prin- 
cipally of that which .came within our own 
knowledge. We should like, if we were able, 
to communicate some impression, however im- 
perfect, to our readers, of what Edward Bicker- 
steth was when God took him. 

It is necessary, however, shortly to state a few 
facts of his history. He was born, in 1786, at 
Kirkby Lonsdale— an instrument prepared by 
God just before the convulsions of Europe, in 
order to be ready, at the peace of 1815, for a 
share in the great Christian movement which was 
to follow. During that interval God trained him 
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for his destined work. As a solicitor's clerk, and 
subsequently a solicitor, he learned business habits, 
which never deserted him. As a visitor of the 
poor, and secretary of a benevolent society in 
the dense and dark population of Spitalfields, he 
acquired missionary and pastoral experience. 
During the same period he also married the ex- 
cellent wife who survives him. Mrs. Bicker- 
steth's brother is well known as a Dissenter of 
ability and influence ] and this connexion, toge- 
ther with the early friendship of John Joseph 
Gumey, was calculated to foster that "largeness 
of heart," which He who gave it to Solomon, 
also abundantly bestowed upon Edward Bicker- 
steth. Mr. Bickersteth's brothers* have at- 
tained to eminence in their respective profes- 
sions, — Mr. Kobert Bickersteth, the eminent 
surgeon of Liverpool, and Lord Langdale, the 
Master of the Rolls. In all the brothers, the 
family staple of common sense and ardour of 
character has equally received, and repaid, a 
suitable cultivation. But, while in the case of 
the others there was nothing, as far as we are 

♦ I onght not to have omitted to mention the Rev. John 
Bickenteth, Rector of Sapcote, Mr. Bickersteth's eldest brother, 
with whom he lived in the closest fraternal union. 
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s,y/Bxe, unusual in their training, the destined 
minister, and leader in the Christian phalanx, 
was, as we have shown, prepared for God's own 
work, in a very remarkable manner. 

Mr. Bickersteth was ordained by the Bishop 
of Norwich. His first services, as a minister, 
were in the missionary department — first, as a 
deputation of the Church Missionary Society to 
Sierra Leone, to inspect and report on their 
West African Mission; and^ subsequently, as 
joint secretary of the society with the Rev. 
Josiah Pratt. During his occupancy of the 
latter post he also held the assistant ministry of a 
small chapel in London. 

About 1830 he was presented by Mr. Smith, 
of Watton Wood Hall, Hertfordshire, to the 
living of Watton, in that county ; a name which 
has become known to every part of Christendom 
by letters and books dated from it. Nothing 
could be more kind to the individual, nothing 
more serviceable to the Gospel, than that ap- 
pointment. A country parish, with a good in- 
come and moderate population, afibrded the 
incumbent at once the means and the leisure for 
other labours far a-field. Here, for about 
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twenty years, were Mr. Bickersteth's head- 
quarters. Here, too remote from London for 
needless interruptions, but not too far to be 
reached by necessary visitors, his home-days 
were divided between parochial duties, an exten- 
sive correspondence, and a voluminous author- 
ship. And from hence, at intervals, he issued 
forth, for committee-work in London, and for 
journeys through the kingdom, his materials 
having been prepared, and his routes arranged 
with admirable method before his departure. 

This little memoir does not pretend to relate, 
in order of time, the events of Mr. Bickersteth's 
eventful career. We shall single out two or 
three departments of service in which we happen 
to have known his labours ; and two or three of 
the most salient features of his character, which 
gave a tone to the whole. The only portion of 
his life, of which we shall attempt to give a con- 
tinuous account, will be the few weeks of his 
last illness, from materials supplied to us by 
his family. 

The spheres in which we chiefly saw Mr. 
Bickersteth were his home, his parish, his county, 
and the Evangelical Alliance. We also kne' 
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something of bis views in the arena of Church 
questions. 

Mr. Bickersteth's home was the picture of 
cheerfulness and piety. He made it so — or 
rather, God used his instrumentality to make it 
so. That is a test of religion which few of us 
could bear as be did. In that house bodily 
afflictions were not wanting. There is one dear 
sufferer who has been afflicted for several years ; 
but into her sick chamber the father's presence 
always brought a sunbeam. His many avoca- 
tions never made him querulous, or too hurried 
for home affections. His family worship was 
invariably interesting. His exposition was rich 
in Scripture quotations, and the notes of it which 
his children have taken will be a valuable gift 
to the church. Though a strong Protestant 
and Millennarian, there was in it comparatively 
little of either of those subjects. It seemed to 
us that the common truth, and the present Sa- 
viour, at those times, possessed his whole soul. 
His prayers, no one that ever heard them, in 
private or public, can forget. To argumentative 
reasonings in his speeches, or to elegance of lan- 
guage, Mr. Bickersteth did not aspire ; but in 
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prayer, in the devout outpouring of a tender, 
dependent, grateful heart, towards a Saviour- 
God, we never knew his superior. 

His library was well worth seeing. Reaching 
from the floors to the ceilings, and covering the 
whole walls of two rooms, it had long been 
overflowing into a third. We grieve to think 
that its sale out of the family is necessary. Will 
no public institution purchase it entire ? One of 
these book-lined rooms was his study, where, at 
a very early hour, he was always to be found, 
with the work of the day jotted down before- 
hand on a small card ; and that work was almost 
always accomplished to the letter. 

His parish was a remarkable instance of unity. 
It never entered into the mind of the Dissenters 
of the county to introduce ' differences there, 
though there were those among his parishioners 
who were used to dissenting forms. But in the 
first place, and above all, there was the Gospel 
in the pulpit; and that expressed in stirring, 
well-arranged and affectionate discourses. In 
the next place, he attained by influence the 
which Dissenters endeavour to secure by regi 
lations ; he has often assured the writer that I 
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did not believe that he had one unconverted 
communicant. The consequence is^ that Dr. J. 
Pye Smith is not the only Dissenter who has had 
pleasure in uniting in his parochial communion. 
Mr. Bickersteth also sought to adapt himself to 
the habits of various classes. While^ on the one 
hand^ the regular services of the Church were 
most devoutly performed, and the Te Deum and 
other portions were frequently, though not inva- 
riably, chanted, — there was an evening service 
in the school-room, conducted without a liturgy ; 
and it was most interesting to see how the poor 
flocked to this service. The same feeling, too, 
of consideration for the diversities of judgment 
among Christians, made him hail all efforts for 
the good of his people, by whomsoever con- 
ducted ; and we have at this moment in our eye 
a Dissenting minister who was welcomed to the 
parsonage to form, or to promote (we are not 
sure which), the Teetotal Society in Watton, to 
which the rector himself did not belong. 

The county of Hertford was greatly depen- 
dent on Mr. Bickersteth for its religious socie- 
ties and meetings. He was not only the secre- 
tary of the Bible and Tract Societies, but he was 
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also the life and soul of the institutions exclu- 
sively connected with the church of England, 
such as the Church Missionary and Pastoral Aid 
Societies. But while Mr. Bickersteth was inde- 
fatigable himself, in working, his great kindness 
to those associated with him, and (it may be 
admitted without derogating from his high Chris- 
tian reputation) his want of that particular cha- 
racteristic by which men are qualified to direct 
others, incapacitated him from exacting that 
amount of co-operation which he was entitled to 
expect. The consequence was, that the previous 
arrangements for the public meetings of some of 
his societies were often imperfect, and we have 
frequently witnessed in the Town-hall at Hert- 
ford nearly empty benches, and a scanty attend- 
ance on the platform. We only mention this, 
however, to bring out one remarkable feature of 
his character — namely, that he could speak with 
as much life and earnestness, and would take as 
much pains, for twenty people as for two thou- 
sand. He held in a private house in Hertford a 
quarterly meeting of ladies, connected with the 
Jews' Society, chiefly for exposition and prayer; 
and to that little meeting, often very thinly at- 
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tended^ he would apply his muid as strongly and 
as cheerfully as to au overflowing assembly at 
Manchester or Glasgow. 

But it was in the Evangelical Alliance that 
Mr. Bickersteth's character was most completely 
brought out. That atmosphere appeared to be 
made for him^ and he for it. It helped to de- 
velop in him principles, of the full extent of 
which in his own mind he was probably not 
conscious. We accompanied him to the first 
meeting in Liverpool, in 1845, at which the 
Alliance was planned. We shall not readily for- 
get the intense anxiety under which he laboured, 
from the impression of the nearly insurmountable 
difficulties which awaited us. His determination 
had been almost formed to require, as a condition 
of union, the suspension of the Church and State 
controversy; but his candid mind was subse- 
quently convinced of the impossibility and im- 
propriety of restraining conscience in any respect, 
and from the time that this conclusion was firmly 
established in his judgment, he became one of 
the most unwavering advocates of that cardinal 
principle of the Alliance. In our Conferences, 
Mr. Bickersteth always took a chief part. On 
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these occasions tenderness and prayer were his 
chief elements. When discussion ran high be- 
tween men of very decided ecclesiastical views, 
the waves of vehement argument were often 
calmed down by the oil of Mr. Bickersteth's 
affection. When practical difficulties arose, such 
as that of the admission of slave owners to the 
Alliance ; or the occasional state of our finances ; 
when arduous enterprises were to be undertaken, 
such as the liberation of Dr. Achilli ; or when 
mercies had been vouchsafed, such as the unani- 
mous settlement of our nine articles — no one was 
more frequently called upon than Mr. Bicker- 
steth to offer up the prayers or the thanksgivings 
of our assemblies. When a large number of us 
went down together to the Edinburgh Confe- 
rence, in 1847, as we crossed the Tweed into Scot- 
land, he led the prayers of the party in one of the 
railway carriages, that the Divine blessing might 
rest on our journey of love to that country. In 
his efforts for this holy cause he did not spare 
himself. He seldom, or never, missed one of our 
Conferences, in whatever part of the kingdom it 
might be held. It was on his way to attend one 
of the meetings of the Committee of Council, 
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that his carriage was overtamed^ and his leg 
fearfully crushed by a waggon 5 which, as he 
often laughingly reminded us, must have gone 
over him by instinct, — for it was conveying ma- 
terials to erect a Homan Catholic chapel! It 
should be added that he was much gratified on 
that occasion by the kind inquiries which the 
priests of the place sent over to Watton to 
make. 

Of his Church, Mr. Bickersteth was a faithful 
and attached minister and member. We do not 
merely allude to his labours for her foreign, 
home, and Irish missions; or to his intelligent 
advocacy of her liturgy and other pecub'arities ; 
but we especially refer to his defence of her 
State connexion on the one hand, and of her 
Evangelical doctrines on the other. We often 
saw him surrounded by men of nonconforming 
opinions, but we are bound to say that we never 
knew him, to please Dissenters, deviate from 
decided churchmanship. His highest loyalty 
was indeed reserved for the Catholic church, 
and he frankly allowed to all others the liberty 
which he claimed for himself; but he never 
adopted, in the absence of his high-church friends, 
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a tone \v'hich he would not have used in their 
presence. And if such was his fidelity to eccle- 
siastical order, it was still more strongly marked 
with regard to the truth of the Gospel, as that is 
involved in the Tractarian controversy. We 
cannot deny ourselves in this connexion the plea- 
sure of transcribing a few words received from 
him at the close of 1849: — "As to Gorham, I 
have more hope than you as to the issue of the 
present trial ; but by God's help we will not let 
vital regeneration, and this separable from bap- 
tism, be extinguished in our church. God's 
truth, I trust, will be more precious than life 
itself — He giving this grace." May the whole 
Evangelical party in the church of England be 
enabled to adhere to this resolution ! Mr. 
Bickersteth anticipated sore trials in connexion 
with the tide of Popery which has long been 
flowing into the Protestant church; and it is not 
impossible that he has been removed by an all- 
wise God, that he might not witness the coming 
dangers to which that " truth of God more 

PRECIOUS THAN LIFE ITSELF " waS likely tO 

be exposed. 
We have scarcely left ourselves space to allude 
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to some of the striking traits of our friend's cha- 
racter not yet noticed. One was his interest in 
the children of his friends, and his power to 
adapt himself to their intelligence. The following 
letter is an instance of it : — 

'" Watton Rectory, Aug. 11, 1846. 

" My dear , 

" I find from C— that your birthday is to- 
morrow, and as I love you on your own account, 
as well as dear papa's and mamma's, I must 
write a little letter to tell you so. I hope God, 
the great and good God, who loves us best of 
all, will give you his good Spirit, and help you 
to love him. Only earnestly pray for the Holy 
Spirit, and I am quite sure it will be given to you. 

''And what good will this be to you? He 
will help you to think good thoughts. Is not 
that pleasant ? He will help you to speak good 
words. Will not that be nice and good ? He 
will help you to do kind and good actions each 
day, and so make you more and more happy 
each day. Only try. 

"God bless you, my dear child, prays 
" Your affectionate 

" Edw. Biokersteth."

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His cheerful gaiety in general society^ his 
enjoyment of the beauties of nature, and the 
radiance of his countenance in public worship, 
were all so many illustrations of his ''joy in 
God." A person, who afterwards knew him 
intimately, was first impressed with this feature 
of his character by sitting near him in church 
before he preached, and hearing the exhilarating 
manner in which he followed the words of the 
canticle, " O come, let us sing unto the Lord." 
When he attended, with several other friends of 
the Alliance from London, a numerous Con- 
ference, at Torquay, of the members in the west 
of £ngland, we remember well how, when he 
stood on the top of an eminence, gazing on one 
of the finest views in that beautiful place, he 
broke out into grateM accents of praise to the 
Creator of so much loveliness. 

He had a great insight into the deceitfulness of 
the human heart, and an especial suspicion of bis 
own. He dictated to an amanuensis the folio wing 
caution about Dr. Achilli from the bed which ulti- 
mately preved to be his death-bed. '* He thinks the 
best way for Achilli to be brought forward would 
be in an Alliance meeting in Exeter Hall, where 
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he could make his statement^ and explain his 
obligations "to the Society, He says his own 
heart tells him that Achilli's spiritual prosperity 
may be endangered by the extreme interest 
naturally excited for a fugitive from the Inqui- 
sition ; it will, therefore, be kindness in his 
friends, while they show all love and thankful- 
ness and sympathy, to avoid canonization.^' 
Those who have had most experience of the 
intoxicating effects of religious platforms, will 
be the foremost to corroborate Mr. Bickersteth's 
testimony, and to affirm the risk to which poor, 
weak, sinful human nature is exposed by the 
well-meant, but undue approbation of religious 
friends. 

We now proceed to fulfil our promise of fur- 
nishing a short sketch of the last weeks of his 
life. Some of the details have already made 
their way to the public eye in England^ but 
since Evangelical Christendom is read in most 
parts of the world, it will not be deemed super- 
fluous to subjoin to the present memoir particu- 
lars which may not otherwise be generally 
known. 

At the end of the last year (1849) nothing

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was farther from the thoughts of Mr. Bickcr- 
steth's own family than the probability of his 
death. His other friends had for some time per- 
ceived, as it seemed to them, a diminution of his 
wonted mental and bodily energy ; but his return 
home was always the signal to him to throw 
off core, his irrepressible natural buoyancy 
making him the liveliest and merriest of his 
domestic party. 

At the beginning of the present year his chil- 
dren were impressed with the feeling that their 
father "was growing old very fast;" he was 
indisposed for his usual walks, and languid in 
his manner of speaking. He had an engage- 
ment, of some standing, to be at Birmingham, 
for the Foreign Aid Society, on January 21st ; 
having mistaken the day, he was obliged to 
leave home very suddenly, and the excitement 
of this probably hastened the development of 
the secret mischief. On the following Sunday, 
Jan. 27th, he preached for the last time, having, 
under the guidance of the Spirit, who orders 
mjBute events, as well as great ones, chosen the 
singularly appropriate text, " Come, n^ XiV'ssfc^ 
<^^ my Father, receive the kingdom pte^w^^w 
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you, from the foundation of the world." He 
preached twice, and took the evening lecture in 
the school-room, besides paying a pastoral visit 
to a sick friend in the village ; but his languor 
made his family uneasy. A measure of drowsi- 
ness began to show itself, for which he accounted 
to himself by saying that he was growing " an 
indolent old man." He still denied that he was 
in any respect ill, nor would he consent that any 
steps should be taken to alter his engagements 
at Torquay, and other places in Devonshire, 
where he had pledged himself to assist the Al- 
liance, and other societies, in the latter part of 
Februnrv. 

On Tuesday, the 29th, he consented to see his 
medical attendant, who took at once a serious 
view of his case, and believed him to be threat- 
ened with another paralytic stroke, though he 
hoped that rest and the use of means would, 
under God*s blessing, avert it. Mr. Bickersteth 
at once submitted to the suggested restrictions, 
and to tlie relinquishment of his engagements in 
the west of England ; and the remaining part of 
the week was passed in his easy chair. Two or 
three times in that week there were slight symp- 
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toms of forgetfulness and incoherence. Early on 
Sunday morning, Feb. 3, he complained of pain 
in his head, but went doivn to his study before 
breakfast as usual. Feeling anxious, after half 
an hour, Mrs. Bickersteth went in to him, and 
her alarm was great to find he had sunk down 
in his easy chair, quite unconscious. The active 
remedies employed restored a measure of con-- 
Bciousness, and by degrees his mind became still 
more unclouded. He said, " What a comfort it 
is, not to have to seek salvation now ; I can enjoy 
a salvation found, I hnow in whom I have 
believed; the Gospel is a reality; I find it so 
now." He added, "Salvation sought is with 
fear and trembling ; salvation found is always 
ready." 

" I have so many mercies," he said, " I ought 
to be full of praise ; that is a sweet direction, ' In 
everything give thanks ; ' there is more divinity 
in that verse than in all the Fathers. It is a 
bit of gold which enriches. They talk of the 
gold of California, but the gold of that land is 
good." 

On the 4th of February, his medical brother, 
Mr. Robert Bickersteth^ came from Liverpool^ in 
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answer to a telegraphic message. His visit 
seemed to give Mr. Bickersteth new life. He 
walked down stairs and had above an hour's 
conversation with him about the Gorham cause. 
This was, however, but a temporary appearance 
of strength, derived from excitement. He sick- 
ened rapidly again in the evening. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 5, he asked one of his 
family, "What have you been reading?" 
"The Bible." "That is best," he replied. 
"What different aspects it has under different 
experiences ! Passages read in a sick room come 
with more power than ever they did before. 
What part are you reading ? " " Because Thou 
hast been my helper, therefore under the shadow 
of Thy wings will I rejoice." " That," he said, 
"is past experience leading to future joy and 
future faith. <The shadow of Thy wings;' 
beautiful expression! Under the mercy seat, 
like being under the parent hen— so near to Him, 
nestling in all his warmth and love." When one 
of his children brought him some refreshment, 
he said, " I will give you a cup of living water 
for your cup of tea ; it is this : I have been 
thinking of it a long time : ' But, beloved, keep 
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yourself in the love of God, building up yourselves 
in your most holy faith, looking for the mercy of 
our Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal life.' These 
may be pleasant rooms to dwell in," (mentioning 
many rooms in the house,) ''but the best room of 
all to keep in is the love of God ; and what a 
prospect we have from it, ' looking for the mercy 
of our Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal life; ' what 
boundless mansions, then, of glory are these; 
* keep yourself in the love of God.'" 

On Saturday evening, Feb. 0th, when most of 
his family were with him, he said, though every 
word was an effort, '' I have no confidence in 
any goodness or merit of my own, I place my 
whole trust in the Lord Jesus Christ ; on that 
account I am accepted. I believe I have faith- 
fully preached His Gospel." Then, taking the 
hand of one of his children, he said, '' Renounce 
every confidence but in the death of the Lord 
Jesus ;" and, in a distinct but hurried whisper, 
added, '' Oh death, where is thy sting ! oh grave, 
where is thy victory ! Thanks be to God who 
giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. I am persuaded that neither life nor 
death| nor angels, nor any other creature, shall be 
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able to separate me from the love of God which 
is in Christ Jesus." 

On Sunday, Feb. 10, he expressed a wish that 
the following request should be made to his con- 
gregation : — "The prayers of the congregation 
are desired for the rector of this parish, not that 
he may be raised up again from this illness, but 
that he may glorify God by fresh exercises of 
faith, patience, and resignation, and that, when 
his work is finished, he may depart hence, to 
which he has ever looked forward as the highest 
consummation of a faithful minister." He also 
said to one of his children, *' The Lord bless thee, 
my child, and make thee a blessing. If we 
honour our Saviour and His truth, He will 
honour us ; if we rally round His truth. He will 
make us strong to support it." From this time 
he became so rapidly and decidedly worse, that 
these words were treasured up in the belief that 
they would be his last. 

Soon after this he had a serious relapse, and 
one of his first words afterwards was, '* I am a 
poor heap of mortality ; but Jesus is on board, 
and all will be well." He very much enjoyed 
draughts of cold water, saying, " I connect it 
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with spiritual blessings: 'he that drinketh of 
this water shall thirst again, but he that drinketh 
of the water that I shall give him shall never 
thirst, but it shall be in him a well of water, 
springing up unto everlasting life ;' the excessive 
coldness of the water, its rich abundance and 
refreshment, typifying just what the soul wants ; 
nothing seems to me so to resemble the pure 
refreshing waters of salvation as this.'' 

To his medical attendant he said, '^ You have 
a troublesome office, but it is nearly over now ; " 
and when assured the trouble and suffering had 
been his, he replied, " Nothing compared with 
my deservings. I find all my principles con- 
firmed by my last hours. I have believed in 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and He supports me 
now. I commend him to you as an only and 
complete Saviour. You have done all you could 
for my poor body ; it is right that I should 
commend Christ to you." 

He spoke to his son of the premillennial advent, 
and of his duty, since he believed in it, to preach 
it, adding that he had never regretted the view 
of it which God had given him. He said to one 
of his family, ''You never saw a death-bed 
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before^ did you ? " And when told that they 
could not yet give up the hope of his being raised 
again, he answered, '^ That is not in the least 
likely, nor is it at all desirable ; I desire to depart 
and be with Christ, which is far better. What 
should I be raised up for, except for my family, 
and God will be with them ; if I am raised up, 
it will be to a body of much weakness and 
suffering; if I am taken, it is to glory; the 
sufferings of this present time are not worthy to 
be compared with the glory that shall be here- 
after." 

His mind ran much on his poor people and 
school children, wishing his family to distribute 
copies of the " Sinner's Friend " and " Simeon 
Wilhelm " among them, and being very anxious 
that a voice of warning shoiild be sent to the 
careless souls in the parish of Watton. 

To one of his family he said, " I have finished 
my work ; I am longing for my rest ; my chil- 
dren must not detain me by their prayers ; " and 
subsequently, *'I hope the faith of my dear 
children will not be weakened, but confirmed 
by their father's dying hours.'* When his 
medical brother from Liverpool came to see him 
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again^ he said to others, ^' I have been talking 
-with my dear brother as to whether this will be 
dying illness ; he tells me he does not say there 
is no hope. Now what he calls no hope, I call 
the most hopeful of all things ; to go and to be 
with my Saviour." He added, " It would be so 
for me, but I must cherish the hope of life 
for my dear family, and my parish, and the 
Church of Christ. Well, the comfort is, that it 
does not depend on our wishes ; it is God's will 
that orders all." 

The distracted state of the Christian Church, 
and the means of uniting it, continued to occupy 
his mind in illness as it had done in health. He 
said, on one occasion, " I have been thinking of 
the Evangelical Alliance. I do not want my 
name to be much spoken of, but I want that we 
should love one another more." He did not 
care for the means, provided the object were 
effected ; and the more Christ, and the less men, 
were spoken of while aiming at that object, the 
more he would be satisfied. May we, his sur- 
vivors, ever breathe the same spirit ! 

To his sister he said, '^ The great thing in lovr 
is to seek each other's spiritual benefit ; rememb 
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that, dear sister, for yourself and your children ; 
seek to glorify Christ yourself, and seek that 
your children may glorify Him also." She 
answered, " Your prayers for them, dear brother, 
are a great comfort to me." He replied, " No 
prayer is lost ; all our prayers live ; they are, as 
it were, indented around the throne of God, and 
when God looks round, He sees the prayers of 
his children through the sweet incense of the 
Saviour's merits." 

At another time, he said, ** We are none of us 
exempt from affliction ; nor can we wonder tliat 
if our blessed Saviour was made perfect through 
sufiPerings, we should share in them." He asked 
one of bis children to read him the 130th Psalm, — 
"Out of the depths I have cried," &c. — and 
when it was finished, after the last part — " with 
the Lord there is plenteous redemption, and he 
shall redeem Israel from all his iniquities"— he 
said, " Beautiful it is ; that is your father's only 
ground of confidence ; " and afterwards he said, 
" How truly this is called the body of humilia- 
tion. Well ! it is sown in corruption^ \tv^T%j«sA. 
in incomiptioii ; it ia aoN^n ^Tya.V>«^\s!^^'^'»^ 
shall be luised a 8piriU«L\\>Q^^ »^ 
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On Tuesday, Feb. 19th, when one of his 
children said she feared he was uncomfortable, 
"No," he replied, "I hare had a pleasant 
dream : I thought I was in the green pasture 
with all the flock of Christ, wandering beside 
the still waters, and resting in those cool green 
pastures; was not that pleasant?'' When 
asked if he saw Jesus there, " Yes," he replied, 
" that was the delight of it, to be with Him ; 
and while He was there, every want was supplied. 
*The Lord is my shepherd, I shall not want;' 
He supplies the wants of the whole world by 
the atonement He has made by his flesh and 
his blood. That is a wonderful thought, ^my 
flesh is meat indeed, and my blood is drink 
indeed ; ' while we have that we cannot want." 

During the night he said, "Such multitude 
of thoughts come into my mind, passages of my 
past life! I have had a busy life, and 'in the 
multitude of my thoughts within me, thy com- 
forts refresh my soul.' " 

The next morning, when tlie post was come, 
his son-in-law told him that Dr. Merle d' Aubigne 
sent his aflectionate Christian remembrances to 
him; he answered, "Tell him from me, my 
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heart is with him and the dear foreign brethren, 
and I hope the Lord will bless them greatly in 
their efforts to spread His truth among the 
foreign churches." 

On Friday, Feb. 22nd, he said to his son-in- 
law, " I have been thinking of that precious pro- 
mise, ^Let not your heart be troubled, neither 
let it be afraid ; ye believe in God, believe also 
in me ;' to believe in Jesus is the great comfort ; 
we must try to be better ministers, — the good of 
the people is the great thing: all beside is a 
passing dream." 

On the evening of Friday, the 22nd, he sank into 
such a deep and heavy stupor that his family never 
expected consciousness again to return; but on 
Monday evening, Feb. 25, when one of his chil- 
dren was holding his hand, she saw his eye sud- 
denly lighted up with mind, as if his spirit had 
returned from the borders of eternity. " Dearest 
father," she said, *'is Jesus with you?" His 
lips tried to move, but in vain. " If he is, will 
you press my hand?" He did so most distinctly, 
looking earnestly upon her. "Have you no 
fear ?" Again he tried to speak, but unable, he 
gave the desired recognition. She a&kj^4^\kix&^

question, bat the momentary gleam had passed 
away. The intervals of consciousness afterwards 
returned more frequently. The next day he gave 
her this blessing, *'The Lord bless thee, my 
child, with overflowing grace now and for ever." 
At seven o'clock on Thursday morning, Feb. 
28, he became much worse ; his breath harried, 
and the pulse quicker than could be counted. 
He continued in this state the whole morning ; 
except for the laboured breath, his appearance 
was that of a tired infant falling gently and 
wearily asleep. He was not conscious towards 
those around him, but seemed evidently conscious 
towards God ; for his eye was clear and raised 
upwards, reminding them of the motto he had 
chosen for the year, " Looking unto Jesus," and 
recalling to their minds those beautiful lines— 

'* How sweet the hour of closing day, 
When all is peaceful and serene, 
And the broad sun's retiring ray 
Sheds a mild lustre o'er the scene ! 

** Such is the Christian's parting hour. 
So peacefully he sinks to rest ; 
And faith, rekindling all its power, 
Lights up the languor of his breast.

At a little before five o'clock the breath, which 
had been drawn at longer and longer intervals^ 
suddenly ceased ; afterwards, however, with one 
sob, lii'e returned ; and this was repeated several 
times. A shade of deeper solemnity, as at the 
approach of death, passed over his face which 
then kindled with an expression of radiant joy. 
The breath became noiseless as an infant's ; the 
eye, fixed upward, grew brighter and brighter 
till it was glorious to look upon, and he seemed 
enjoying visible communion with that Saviour 
whom having not seen he loved. 

" One gentle sigh his fetters broke ; 
We scarce could say he's gone, 
Before the willing spirit took 
Its mansion near the throne." 

Light lingered in his eye, even after the faint 
breath returned no more, and his i'amily scarcely 
knew the moment when the spirit returned to 
the God who gave it 

May our last end be like his ! 
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Mr. Bickersteth, it will have been observed, 
had engaged to attend a meeting of the Evange- 
lical Alliance at Torquay, which his fatal illness 
prevented his accomplishing. The following 
tribute to his memory is taken from the printed 
report of that Sub-division of the Alliance, drawn 
up by the Secretary, the Rev. David Pitcaim, 
and adopted at the annual meeting on the 26th 
March last : — 

*' We cannot close this brief report without 
recording the mournful fact that, during the past 
twelve months, several eminent individuals, who 
were attached members and strenuous supporters 
of the Evangelical Alliance, and whose faithful 
services in the Church of Christ had endeared 
them to large circles of Christian friends, have 
been called from earth to heaven. Among the 
pious and devoted clergymen, whose loss we 
deplore, we must be allowed especially to men- 
tion tiie Rev. Edward Bickersteth. And we 
single him out from others, not merely on account 
of his long- continued zeal and consistency as a 
parish minister ; nor for the great amount and 
variety of his valuable publications ; nor ibr In'is 
hJiinc} and winning personal Christianity; but 
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chiefly for the honest-hearted perseverance with 
Mrhich he threw all the weight of his character, 
and talents, and eloquence, nmid many obstacles 
and great opposition, into the cause of Christian 
union. We know how joyfully he caught the 
idea of an Evangelical Alliance from the day it 
was first submitted to him ; and how cordially 
he adhered to its noble principle, even on his 
dying bed. And now, when we shall behold his 
benignant and happy countenance no more, we 
desire to remember with special satisfaction the 
visit he paid to Torquay two years ago ; and the 
addresses he delivered, and the prayers he offered 
up, and the affectionate concern he manifested 
towards our Sub-division, in the days of its 
infancy. And from him we, and other members 
of the Evangelical Alliance, may learn a useful 
lesson. For even he was made to feel that, not- 
withstanding his untiring labours in the cause, 
few hearts responded to his own enlarged catho- 
licity ; and yet he persevered. Visible and prac- 
tical Christian union was very feebly developed 
within his own particular sphere; but he was 
not discouraged. Now, however, he has done 
with divisiona and strifes axnow^ \si^n2k^«^^ — 
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"with party names and doctrinal distinctions. 
He has left behind him all that is sinful in Chris- 
tians^ and all that is sectarian in churches. He 
has been withdrawn from this region of denomi- 
national prejudice ; — from this arena of theolo- 
gical controversy. His happy spirit has joined 
' the spirits of the just made perfect.' There he 
breathes the pure and peaceful atmosphere of 
that charity which never faileth. He has be- 
come one with that blissful company, in the pre- 
sence of the Lord, amongst whom no discord is 
ever heard, and where divisions are altogether 
unknown. There the whole brotherhood are 
bound into oneness by a hallowed bond which 
never breaks : — it is the love of all the saints, — 
the love of Christ, — ^the love of God : and this 
is heaven, for ^God is love; and he that 
dwelleth in love, dwelleth in God, and God in 
him.' " C. E. E. 

Since the foregoing sketch appeared in Evan- 
gelical Christendom, the following extracts have 
been supplied to the author, and are subjoined 
at the request of the publishers : — 

A deputatioii of its members was sent by the 
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Evangelical Alliance, as well as by other socie- 
ties, to attend Mr. Bickersteth's faneral. A few 
days afterwards, at a meeting connected with 
the Alliance, Dr. James Hamilton, minister of 
the Scotch Church, in Regent Square, spoke to 
the following effect : — 

^' I am glad to see so many esteemed ministers 
of the Church of England with us this evening. 
They have not expressly said so, but I have no 
doubt that Mr. Carr Glynn, Mr. Johnstone, Mr. 
Jackson, Mr. Plumptre, and our other brethren, 
have felt the removal of Dr. Byrth, and Mr, Grim- 
shawe, and Mr. Craig, and Mr. Bickersteth, as a 
call from God to step forward and snatch up the 
white banner of those good soldiers, and to fill 
their places, as far as they can be filled, in the Union 
phalanx. Having mentioned Mr. Bickersteth, 
as this is the first meeting of the Alliance I have 
been present at, since he was taken from amongst 
us, and as one of those deputed by the Committee 
to attend his funeral, I may now mention that, 
along with Mr. Dibdin, I was there. I was 
there, and I felt it good to be there ; good to 
join the devout men who carried him to his 
burial^ and to realise ymmotVsiJiYVjVj^^^®^^.^ 
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such a tomb. As from the door of the adjacent 
parsonage they bore the coffin in at the gateway 
of that sanctuary which his living presence had 
80 often beautified^ and through the rows of 
parishioners to whom his living voice had so 
often published the Gospel of peace, to nie the 
grief of his removal was more than swallowed up 
in thankfulness for his finished labours and his 
full-proof ministry : and when, after the anthem 
had been sung by the village children, and the 
service had been read by his aged brother, we 
gathered round the open grave, and through the 
grey clouds of a March morning the sunbeams 
broke, and the hum of some insect near where I 
stood, and the song of a mounting lark, reminded 
us that after all it was spring-time in the earth, I 
felt as if, instead of weeping with those who wept 
around that grave, we were rather called to 
rejoice with the ransomed spirit rejoicing before 
the throne. When the funeral was over, many 
of the ministers returned to Watton rectory, 
where Mr. Auriol, Mr. Wilson, and Mr. Dallas 
ofiered up fervent prayers for the family, for the 
parish, and for the church, as afiected by this 
dispensation. 
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" Very solemn it was to enter the vacated 
dwelling from which such goodness had for ever 
passed away; to view those apartments filled 
frojja. the floor to the ceiling with his noble library ; 
to find oneself in the very chamber where he had 
fo often prevented the dawning of day with 
prayer and studious meditation— that chamber 
which had been visited by so many happy 
thoughts and bright visions, and from which had 
issued so many profitable books and fraternal 
epistles ; it was even like finding oneself in 
Enoch's homestead, to tread for once the fields 
and garden-paths where, in other days, he had 
walked with God. Tlie Alliance can lose few 
friends, because the Christian Church can con- 
tribute few members, like Edward Bickersteth. 
He was the religion of Jesus in its truest type — 
its happiest and kindest aspect. He was a visible 
Beatitude : * Blessed are the poor in spirit, for 
their's is the kingdom of heaven.' You saw 
that the kingdom of heaven was already his; 
and you felt how ennobling is that humility 
which clothes the citizen of Zion with a dig- 
nity so endearing and a holiness so beautiful. 
' Blessed are they that mourn \ foe tbe.^ ^V!S(2^v&?^ 
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comforted.' To sorrows and inward struggles 
he was no stranger ; but just as the grass grows 
greenest where the winter flood lay deepest, there 
was a constant summer in his countenance ; and 
you remember how radiant peace and cheerful- 
ness filled all the depths of his dark and pensive 
eye. ^Blessed are the meek; for they shall 
inherit the earth.' And he did inherit it. 
Honoured but lowly, revered but self-uncon- 
scious, his meekness was his strength, and his 
unassuming friendliness gave him a heritage in 
all our hearts. ^ Blessed are the pure in heart ; 
for they shall see God.' And he saw God. 
And we saw God in him — the grace of God, the 
peace of God, the blessedness of communion with 
God. And, ^Blessed are the peace-makers; 
for they shall be called the children of God.' 
Pre-eminently a peace-maker, this very move- 
ment is itself a record how he sought peace and 
ensued it ; and as he was universally recognised 
among ^ the children of God,' so the Prince of 
Peace was not ashamed to call him brother. A 
visible Beatitude ! I might have said, a living 
Doxology. ' Thanks be to God,' was the ex- 
?2ainat}on ever ready to start from his gracious 
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lips ; and living in the very atmosphere of praise, 
to see his thankfulness was enough to make us 
thankful. His exertions were never denied to 
the cause in which we are engaged ; but it must 
never be forgotten that there was a way in which 
Mr. Bickersteth helped the cause even more than 
by his great exertions. I mean the silent, ever- 
working, ever-attracting power of his o\jn love- 
liness. This is the lesson which his life has 
taught us, and which, though dead, this ' man 
greatly beloved ' yet speaks to us — that the best 
promoters of Christian union are Christians who 
attract our love.'* 

In the parish church of Watton, on the Sunday 
after the funeral, his pulpit was occupied in the 
morning by Mr. Auriol, Rector of St. Dun- 
stan's-in-the-West, London. The passage se- 
lected for the text was Rom. viii. 38, 39. " For 
I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, nor height, nor 
depth, nor any other creature, shall be able to 
separate us from the love of God, which is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord.*' Words in which our 
departed friend, during au mtWN^ ^i ^^'^^^^^Jlas- 
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ness, expressed his undoubting faith, that death 
had no sting for him. ^^ Does the language of 
triumph/' asked the preacher, " become us on 
the present occasion? We bless God that it 
docs. We are called, indeed, to mourning ; nor is 
our sorrow confined to a single family, or parish, 
or neighbourhood. The loss which has been sus- 
tained in the removal of one so Ion;; sent in the 
providence of God to minister among you, is 
a loss which is felt by the whole Church ; and I 
believe I may truly say, the more spiritually- 
minded, the more devoted, the more single- 
hearted are any members of that Church, the 
more deeply do they feel that they have lost in 
him a loving brother, a ready helper, a faithful 
counsellor, and a sympathising friend. But we 
have cause for Iriumph. We have cause to thank 
God for what He was pleased to make our dear 
brother amongst us: we have cause to thank 
and praise Him that He brings before us now, 
in so remarkable a manner, the certainty of His 
faithful servant's everlasting triumph in Christ ;'' 
for, "brethren, is there any one who ever heard 
that much-loved name, or knew anything of 
what he was^ who doubts for one moment. 
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in bis case, the truth of the statement in my 
text ? Who could admit the thought, that any 
change which he has undergone in dying, has 
been able to separate him from the love of God 
in Christ! No, we may in imagination follow 
him into the immediate presence of his Saviour, 
We recognise, at once, without any difficulty, 
that he is one of those with whom we on earth, 
who are joined to Christ, have still communion, 
when, in the exercise of a living faith, * we 
come unto Mount Zion, and unto the city of the 
living God, the heavenly Jerusalem ; and to the 
innumerable company of angels ; to the general 
assembly and church of the first-bom which are 
written in heaven, and to God the Judge of all, 
and to the spirits of just men made perfect^ and 
to Jesus the Mediator of the New Covenant, 
and to tbe blood of sprinkling, which speaketh 
better things than the blood of Abel.' — (Heb. xii. 
22 — 24.) Only we are certain, that he is nearer 
the throne than any of the most devoted saints 
yet in tlie body : and we look forward with 
sure and certain hope to that day, to which he so 
often delighted to direct our thoughts, when 
* them also which ake^ m I^m^v ^^"^ "^^^ 
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bring with Him/ and we are certain that he 
will be there, and according to the Lord's com- 
mand, we * comfort one another with these 
words;' and why? *Becanse we are per- 
suaded that neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor things pre- 
sent, nor things to come, nor height, nor depth, 
nor any other creature, shall be able to separate 
from the love of God in Christ Jesus our Lord,' 
those to whom ^to live is Christ, and to die is 
gain.' " 

The sermon in the evening was preached by 
Dr. McNeile, of Liverpool, who took for his 
text, Matt. XXV. 23, " His lord said unto him, 
Well done, good and faithful servant; thou 
hast been faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many things : enter thou 
into the joy of thy Lord." " Suitable words 
on this solemn occasion! Who among you, 
my brethren, can hesitate for a moment in 
feeling their propriety, and the justice of their 
application ? A good and faithful servant of 
the best of Masters was your dear and lamented 
pastor. From my valued fellow-labourer in the 
services of this mournful day, you have already 
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heard what was the animating and sustaining 
principle of your pastor's life. He did indeed 
possess, in an eminent degree, the real secret of 
both goodness and fidelity. He loved his Master, 
and laved his work. He did nothing for Christ 
by constraint, but all willingly. Religion in 
him had long lost, if it ever wore, the aspect of 
mere duty, however solemn and however impe- 
rative. It bad become an instinct, acting with 
all the unbidden fervor and energy of an habitual 
and constraining enjoyment. Jesus was as truly 
his object for this life, as He was his confidence 
for eternity. He had no party spirit, no sec- 
tarian rivalry, no partizan zeal. The cause of 
truth, wherever found, of pure, simple, evan- 
gelical truth, wherever struggling against false- 
hood, was what he lived for in public, and 
prayed for in private. Hence his unfeigned love 
for all those who loved the Lord Jesus in sin- 
cerity and truth. He was a churchman, from 
enb'ghtened conviction and deliberate preference, 
but wholly free from bigoted exclusiveness. 
He was not cast in that strong ecclesiastical 
mould, wherein the angles of uniformity are as 
unyielding as the body of e6s«.ii.tia.\. tLx^> ^^^s^ 
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the time-hallowed traditions of men are elevated 
into a parallelism of importance with the Word 
of God. His was the more truly Catholic 
temperament, which consents to subordinate 
everything, except essential truth, for the sake 
of peace, and harmony, and love, and co- 
operation among dear brethren. A peace-maker 
he desired to be, and by the blessing of God upon 
his prayers and labours, a peace-maker he was.'^ 
In many places in London, Mr. Bickersteth's 
death was made a subject for devout and practi- 
cal improvement. At St. John's Chapel, Bedford 
Row, Mr. Nolan, whilst preachiug from Matt, 
iv. 8, observed — " Brethren, when man dips his 
pencil in the history of his fellow-man, the sketch 
is, commonly, dark ; but there are bright spots 
also, and in the midst of sorrow the Christian 
may rejoice, as the Christian Church in £ng^ 
land now rejoices, in the midst of its tears, at 
the glorious departure of an exalted servant of 
God. I suppose you are all aware that the 
great and good Edward Bickersteth is now no 
more.'' ^' His death is grief and bitterness to 
his bereaved family and to his numerous circle 
of friends^ ibat it is an illustration of the powe^ 
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of Christ/' "An apostle tells us to be 'fol- 
lowers of him, even as he was of Christ ; and so 
I point out Edward Bickersteth as an example 
to myself and to you, as far as he was a follower 
of Christ Jesus/' ** In him England has lost a 
bright ornament, and unhappy Ireland has lost a 
devoted friend/' 

In New Church-street Chapel, Edgware 
Road, Dr. Burns, a Baptist minister, who had 
many opportunities of knowing and estimating 
Mr. Bickersteth's character, preached from Acts 
xi. 24, and toward the conclusion of his dis- 
course said — "I need scarcely remind those 
who knew the late excellent Mr. Bickersteth^ 
of the genuine goodness of his heart, as the 
result of the regenerating grace of God ; of his 
earnest, self-denying spirit ; of his willing sacri- 
fices in the cause of God and truth ; of his bene- 
volent activity in almost every work of love and 
mercy which came before him ; of his ardent 
attachment to the glorious truths of the Gospel 
of Christ ; of his spiritual decision of character." 
''To his own communion he was an ornament 
and a blessing ; but he was also the friend of the 
universal Church/' 
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At Denmark-place Chapel, Camberwell, the 
Bey. Br. Steane, one of Mr. Bickersteth's col- 
leagues, as Secretary of the Alliance, preaching 
from John xvii. 24, observed — " It was the entire 
coincidence, not less of judgment than of spirit, 
between us, in regard to the duty of aiming to 
promote a greater measure of agreement and 
anion among Christians, that originated and 
cemented our friendship. Mr. Bickersteth was 
strongly, because conscientiously, attached to 
his own Church. He loved her as, in his judg- 
ment, the best embodiment in this country of the 
principles on which the Church of Christ should 
be constituted. ♦ * * * * 

But he did not think that a man could not 
be a Christian unless he were also a churchman. 
He could discern the exercise of conscientious- 
ness in a Nonconformist; and, discerning, he 
revered it; and I would renounce my Non- 
conformity if it disqualified me from doing 
justice to the religious convictions, or paying a 
tribute of merited and affectionate homage to the 
exalted piety of such a churchman as my de- 
parted friend.

staDding. I am indebted for it to the formation 
of the Evangelical Alliance^ in which he took^ 
as I did also, the deepest interest, and in which 
we were closely associated from the first. But 
it became to me the source of much spiritual 
benefit; partly in the personal communications 
which passed between us, but chiefly as it set 
before me a character so pure, elevated, and 
heavenly as I had scarcely ever contemplated 
before — as I never can contemplate without 
feeling an ardent desire that I may more and 
more resemble it. 

" By nothing, I think, was he more distin- 
guished than by the fervent love to Christ 
which glowed in all his actions, and breathed in 
all his words. If in every mind there be a 
master-principle which subordinates and har- 
monises all the other elements of character, this 
was that principle in his. He often reminded 
me of the venerable and primitive martyr, 
Ignatius, of whom it is reported that he cried 
contmually, *My Love is crucified,' Such 
seemed to be the constant affection which he 
bore to Christ. Everything with him was 
esteemed as fit to be d.oiiLe^Qt\ft\»«^^"^S*s^»^^^ 
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iroportion to its tendency to honour bis Lord, 
t was impossible to sit with him in council, 
vhen important matters were to be determined^ 
r to converse with him in the familiar inter- 
ourse of friendship, without perceiving how tbis 
onsideration ran through all his thougbts, gave 
L complexion to his sentiments, and governed 
lis decisions. That Christ should be glorified^ 
ifkB not simply necessary to his happiness, it was 
lis happiness itself/' 
At a meeting of the Alliance, the Rev. J. Angell 
ames said, '^ Heaven, which gathers to itself all 
bat is holy in the world, has seldom received a 
icher contribution to its treasures than when the 
pirit of this holy man passed its Divine threshold, 
lis spotless piety, against which slander never 
ttered a whisper, nor profanity ever threw a 
»t ; his gentleness and meekness, which rendered 
; all but impossible that he should have an euemy^ 
r lose a friend ; his Christian simplicity, united 
^ith his manly intelligence ; his Divine charity^ 
lefore which the demon of bigotry, like Satan 
€fore the seraph, * Stood abashed, and felt how 
wful God might be ;' his happy countenance^ 
If/cJi looked as if his soul were ever sunning 
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iteclf in the light of gloiy, combined to form a 
composite character which is rarely exhibited in 
this world of imperfection. Bickersteth was 
a member and a minister of the Church of Eng- 
land, and one of its brightest ornaments; but he 
had a heart wiiich the Church of England was 
too scanty to hold, and for which nothing could 
be found adequate but the amplitude of the 
universal Church.'* 

These extracts cannot be more forcibly con- 
cluded than by the following passage from a late 
resolution adopted by the Committee of the Irish 
Church Missions, a resolution which represents 
the sentiments of all the Societies with which he 
was connected. 

''The diversified and important relationship 
in which Mr. Bickersteth stood to society, and 
to the church of God, as a husband, a father, a 
friend, an instructor, a centre of Christian union« 
and an example of practical godliness, extended 
to limits, and resulted in consequences, which the 
Committee will not attempt either to define or 
describe ; but so much the deeper is the feeling 
of regret occasioned by his removal from the 
Church on earth. Tbete w^ i'e^ ^vjiass^^ ^ 
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importance in the spiritual department of this 
nation's history, in which the Church will not 
have cause to mourn over the future absence of 
one, whose familiar voice, and deeply devotional 
spirit, were wont to impart a lively impulse to 
both the hearts and the intellects of assembled 
multitudes." 

The following has been forwarded to us as a 
list of his published works. Our impression is 
that it is not quite complete. We know that he 
prepared many lengthened documents for Com- 
mittees, which deserve to be included in such a 
catalogue. We have especially in view one cir- 
cular to Missionaries, prepared for the Evangelical 
Alliance, embodying such statistics as well as 
arguments as entitle it to be reckoned among 
his works.

4. The Christian Student ; designed to assist Chris- 

tians in general in acquiring religious knowledge.
